With the rainy conditions 
• that we have experienced 
, during the the past winter 
I resulting in lush growth, 
throiughout the entire state 
■ a.nd the approach of the 
: hot, dry summer months, In- 
I eluding the Fourth of July, 
I Sierra Madre a.nd Los An¬ 
geles County fire officials 
i are gearing up for what 
could be the worst fire sea- 
.son in history. Unless citi- 
: ze.ns exercise “com m o n 
.sense” care during Fourth 
of July celebrations, when 
camping in or near forest or 
brush areas and at home, 
hot weather, coupled with 
dry brush and winds and 
just a “little” carelessness 
could cause a devastating 
fire with the sorrowful loss 
of property, homes and lives. 

“Last year we responded 
to 342 fire caused by fire¬ 
works, rosulti,ng in property 
lo.ss valued at $786,421,” said 
Los Angeles County Fire 
Chief Clyde Bragdon, “and,” 
the Chief added,, “that’s 27 
per cent more than in 1978. 

•Statistics in themselv e s 
are not always accurate be¬ 
cause many smaller fires 
started by fireworks are 
never reported, especially if 
fireworks are illegal in ? 
particular community. Let’s 
look at known facts: Last 
year there were 158 structure 
fires caused by fireworks: 
of these 164 had wood 
shingle roofs; one structure 
fire originated in the leaves 
lliat the owner had allowed 
to gather on his compiosiion 
roof; five firefighters su.e- 
fained injuries figh ting 
these fires; one firefighter 
was killed while working on 
a Ventura County brush fire 
caused by fireworks; two 
civilians, a son and his 
mother, were injured due to 
dangerous fireworks; one 
civilian had a heart attack 
caused by pranksters with 
fireworks; one boat caught 
fire when fireworks were 
thrown into it and numerous 
trees, shrubs and bushes 
were burned when seeming¬ 
ly “safe and sane” fireworks 
were thrown into them. 

Brush is dry, wood shingle 
loofs are dry and many 
buches are dry with lack of 
rainfall over the past .sev¬ 
eral wf^ks. In some areas 
water supplies leave much 
to l>e dcsiri^ and firefighters 
could find thcmslevcs help¬ 
less to fight any major cam¬ 
paign should water be do- 
pileted. “It is up to the citi¬ 
zens of this County to pre¬ 
vent this kind of catastrophe 
from occurring,” said Chief 
Bragdon. 

There are approved loca¬ 
tions whore public fireworks 
displays will be exhibited, 
that are handled by licensed 
professional pyrotechnicians 
that citizens arc urged to at¬ 
tend. County fire officials 
and fire officials in other 


communities do not believe 
that there are so-called “safe 
and sane” fireworks. Fire¬ 
works generate extreme heat 
that can cause fires or ser¬ 
ious hums . . . especially 
when mishandled. 

Fireworks purchased in 
certain cities may ONLY be 
fired off In those cities 
where they are purchased! 
All fireworks of ANY kind, 
are illegal In Sierra Madre. 

Extra heavy patroll i n g 
will be maintain^ through¬ 
out the city of Sierra Madre 
during the Fourth of July 
by the Police and Fire De¬ 
partments and citations will 
be issued where appropriate. 

Above all, know your fire 
emergency n,umbers! Stickers 
with your fire and piolicc 
emergency numbers ar e 
available at your fire and 
police stations. They art 
tree for the asking. Get a 
sufficient number so that 
each (extension phone has a 
sticker. 

“Your help in preventing 
serious fires during the 
Fourth of July holidays and 
the approaching hot summer 
days ahead is urgently so¬ 
licited. Report violators to 
the police or call your Fire 
Department,” says Fire 
Chief Leonard Hall.

Dear Editor: 

On behalf of the Sierra 
Madre Civic Club I would 
like to respond to Mrs. 
Erickson’s letter regarding 
the closing of Toy Loan, as 
published in your June 7, 
1979 issue. 

Sierra Madre Civic Club 
would like to apologize for 
any inconvenience that our 
borrowers experienced. How¬ 
ever, I do feel that Mrs. 
Erickson’s evaluation of our 
efforts Is unfair. 

One of the major reasoins 
for dismissing the Toyrarian 
was the difficulty we had in 
raising funds to pay her 
salary. Sierra Madre Toy 
Loan has been primarily 
.supported by Civic Club for 
35 years, with so^me finan¬ 
cial aid from United Way 
and other local groups. Once 
we had dismissed th Toyra¬ 
rian wo did attempt to keep 
Toy Loan open with volun¬ 
teer workers from our mem- 
IxTship. Since most of our 
members are wives, mouthers 
and also hold full-time jobs, 
it was necessary to change 
our open hours to Satur¬ 
days. It was also hoped that 
this change would counter¬ 
act the decreasing enroll¬ 
ment of borrowers. 

Regarding Mrs. Erickson’s 
concern that her child would 
be penalized for not return¬ 
ing his toys, I would like to 
state that it has not been 
our practice to penalize chil¬ 
dren. Since the beginning of 
the Sierra Madre 'Toy Loan 
our main goal was to bring 
happiness to the children of 
our community. To the very 
end. the happiness of tlie 
children using our service 
was always uppermost in 
our thouglits. 

I was surpri.sed at Mrs. 
Erickson’s evaluation of the 
number of children using our 
service and wonder on wlial 
she bases her opinion. We, 
in fact, have watched the 
number of active borrowers 
decrease during the past ten 
years from over 100 to 11. 

I respect Mrs. Erickson’s 
right to her opinion regard¬ 
ing our administration of 
Toy I./vin. However, I do not 
feet that she is qualified to 
make statements regarding 
our competence. 

Over the years, uneai 
rulable hours have bc'en log¬ 
ged by Civic Club members 
to raise funds to support and 
maintain Toy I.oan. In ad¬ 
dition. hours were sp<'nt hy 
members and their liusba^ds 
building the Toy Loan Cot¬ 
tage and .shelving, making 
repairs, holding honor par¬ 
ties, heading up toy drives, 
mopping flooi-s, etc. I think 
tliat til.'* community should 
he aware that if it were not 
for the dedicated efforts of 
our Toy Loan chairmen f'T 
(he i>ast five years. Toy 
Loan probably would have 


closed much sooner. These 
chairmen and their husbands 
deserve special thanks. 

In closing I would like to 
state that we did offer co¬ 
sponsorship to several other 
groups in the community 
and did receive some dona¬ 
tion. Unfortunately, these 
donations were temporary. 
In light of this, plus the fact 
that comm.unity interest was 
at an all time low, we had 
to face reality a.nd voted to 
close our Toy Loan. 

Thank you Mr. Editor, for 
affording us this opportunity 
to clarify our reasons for 
having to make this very 
difficult deciison.

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
has announced another year- 
to-year increase in gasoline 
distribution during April, the 
53rd consecutive month to 
register an increase over 
tlie same month of the pre¬ 
ceding year.

013,023 gallons were distri¬ 
buted in California during 
April, a gain of 2,427,906 gal¬ 
lons over April 1978, 0.25 per 
cent.

Mini and Maxi 
Size Mailing Law 
Effective July 15 

starting July 15 the Postal 
Service will not accept cards 
and envelopes of less than 
3^4 by 5 inches, according to 
Representati v e John H. 
Rousselot (R-26th-Calif.). He 
also pointed out that mailing 
pieces larger than 6-1/8 by 
inches will be subject to 
a 7-cent surcharge if they 
weigh one ounce or less. 

“The new size limitations 
were first proposed in 1973,’’ 
Congressman Rousselot slat¬ 
ed, hut implementation was 
delayed to allow mailers 
to exhaust e.xisting stocks of 
non-mailable and non-stan¬ 
dard pieces, and adjust to 
the new requirements. 

“Postal officials have 
worked closely with the 
greeting card and station¬ 
ery industries for the past 
three years, to assure that 
sufficient time was given 
them to use up existing 
stocks of non-standard sup¬ 
plies and to manufacture 
standard materials to meet 
the public need.’’ 

Postal Semdee spokesmen 
state the two principal rea¬ 
sons for adopting the stan¬ 
dards: To help reduce mail 
damage or delay and to help 
keep postal costs down. 

Congressman Rousse lot 
concluded: “In implement¬ 
ing the standard the United 
States will be cMDmplying 
with recommendations of the 
1969 Congress of the Uni¬ 
versal Postal Uni on, to 
which nearly all countries of 
the world belong. Many 
other major countries began 
adopting size standards sev¬ 
eral years ago, some more 
stringent than those to talce 
effect here.’’

Tax On Gasaline 
Above Dollar 
May Be Stopped 

A bill authored by State 
Senator H. L. Richardson 
(R-Arcadia) SB 847, which 
will exempt all gasoline sold 
in excess of one dollar per 
gallon from the Imposition 
of sales tax, passed the Sen¬ 
ate Committee on Revenue 
and Taxation and will now 
go before the Senate Com¬ 
mittee on Finance. 

The Republican Cauc u s 
chairman said, “Tlie Stale 
will be getting a tax wind¬ 
fall on the rising price of 
gasoline. Without this pro¬ 
tection, the state’ would be 
the big winner.’’ 

Senator Richardson con¬ 
cluded by saying. “W'ith the 
sales tax ceiling, a family of 
three will save almost sev¬ 
enty dollars a year if the 
price of gasoline rises to one 
dollar and a half per gallon, 
and one hundred and sixty- 
five dollars per year if it 
reaches two dollars per gal¬ 
lon.”
